The financial report of the public library and reading 
room, aside from that appearing in the selectmen’s report, is

The number of books purchased during the year is not so 
great as might have been expected in view of the amount of 
money raised, but when it is noted that $106.53 was paid for 
books purchased in 1901, the reason for this will be seen. 
There have, however, been put upon the shelves 189 volumes, 
and a list of new books is nearly completed which will be pur- 
chased at once. Recommendations concerning the purchase of 
books arealways gladly received by the librarian and the same 
will be acted upon as far as possible. 


In response to the reeommendation of the library committee 
the town, at its last annual meeting, voted sufficient money 
to keep the Library and Reading Room openevery evening and 
Wednesday and Saturday afternoons. The privilege thus 


accorded readers was eagerly taken advantage of as may be 
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seen by the fact that the average daily attendance during the 
past year has been 27 and the total attendance has exceeded 
by 1661 that of any previous year. 


F.M.Cruden, librarian of St.Louis public library,says,‘‘There 
is no institution so intimately, so universally, so constantly 
connected with the life of the whole people as the free public 
library, no. instrumentality that can do so much to civilize 
society.”’ The most that the public schools can possibly do is 
to fit people to fit for life, and, after the school, the institution 
to take up and carry along the work is the free public library, 
which, as Carlyle said years ago, and Pres. Harper says to- 
day, is the “true university;” and it is certainly a matter of 
much pride that the people of this town so generously 
maintain and so generally use our beautiful and well equipped 
library and reading room. 


A most appropriate and valuable addition to our rooms 
are the fine photographs of Western scenery, which, artisti- 
cally framed, have during the year been placed upon their 
walls by Mr. John D. Hooker, of Los Angeles, California, to 
whom the gratitude and appreciation of every citizen is due. 


It will be noted, not without pain, that this is the first 
time in its history that the hand of Dr. Leonard has not 
appeared in advocacy of the public library: the care and 
attention bestowed by this dearly beloved citizen, on this, 
his most lovingly cherished and highly valued means of public 
improvement, endeared him to all lovers of education and 
culture in our town and no doubt did much to foster the 
present strong sentiment among us, that no more useful ex 
penditure of money can be made than for the education of the 
whole people. 


There are on the tables in the reading room, 26 monthly, 
9 weekly and daily publications, all of which are toa greater 
or less extent read; to these may be added publications placed 
at our disposal by the Y. P. S.C. E., the Nature Club, the 
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Vermont Phoenix and the New Hampshire Sentinel, for which 
our kindly acknowledgements are due: 


It is well to know that any possible additions will be made 
to the list of papers at the suggestion of those interested. 

In conclusion it is fair to say that the past year with its 
improvements in service and equipment, has been one of un- 
precedented prosperity and usefulness for our library and 
reading room. ©
